Tennessee H o u s e Vote* 


Three Times to Break 48 
to 48 Tie Today 


M A Y RECONSIDER IT 


Two Days Allowed For the 


Antis to Attempt the Un 
doing 


NASHVILLE, TENN., Aug. 


18. — Tennessee ratified the 
•woman suffrage amendment to- 
day by a vote of 50 to 46 after 
three ballots had been taken, 
the first two resulting in a tie, 
48 to 48. The original vote on 
the third ballot was 49 to 47, 
but Speaker Walker changed 
his vote from "no" to "aye" 
thus making it possible for him 
to move a reconsideration. 


With the motion for a recon- 


sideration made, the house ad- 
journed until Friday when the 
motion will be voted upon. 


The vote of 49 to 47 on the 


third ballot was one less than 
the constitutional majority and 
Speaker Walker's action made 
possible constitutional ratifica- 
tion of the amendment. 


The motion for a reconsider- 


ation can be brot up any time 
•within the next two legislative 
days. 
It is expected that it 


•will be the first order of busi- 
ness when the legislature re- 
convenes on Friday. 


Suffrage leaders are confi- 


dent that the reconsideration 
motion will be defeated when 
it is brot to a vote. 


Ratification was accomplished when 


Representative Boyd, who had made 
a. motion to table 
the 
resolution, 


changed his vote on the third ballot 
from "no" to "aye." 
This broke the 


48 to 48 deadlock which the first two 
ballots had produced, and with Speak- 
er Walker's change of vote made the 
suffrage victory possible.

be 70 years old. 


The anniversary of this sterling In- 


stitution, which throughout its long 
and 
honorable ' career 
has 
striven 


mightily for the betterment of agri- 
cultural", mechanical 
and industrial 


arts, the founding of which is remem- 
bered by only a few Ohioans, Is tt be 
fittingly observed at the coming ex- 
position 
at 
Columbus, Aug. 30 to 


Sept. 4. 


The state fair was the pioneer in 


the work of advancing Ohio agricul- 
ture. 
It was the forerunner of the 


splendid agricultural colleges and re- 
search institutions which are doing 
so much to raise the 
standard of 


farming. 
Time was when the farm- 


ers of Ohio had to depend largely 
upon the state fair as their agricul- 
tural college. 
Although the modern 


agricultural colleges are turning out 
thousands of scientific farmers >early, 
the slate fair has lost none of its pop- 
ularity, neither has 
its 
usefulness 


diminished. 


It continues to serve—the farmer 


primarily. In a week the farmer can 
"brush up" at the fair, learn what i<* 
newest in agricultural machinery and 
the breeding of livestock: sec what 
others are doing, talk over things and 
make comparisons 
with his 
fellow- 


men, and have a refreshing period of 
enjoyable recreation. 
Even the col- 


lege-trained farmer appreciates 
the 


educational value of the fair. He gets 
much there that he could not in col- 
lege. 


"During the 70 years the state fair 


has been in existence, it has cost sev- 
eral million of dollars, but all that it 
has cost has been only a drop in the 
bucket compared with the good it ha? 
done." according to N". E. Shaw, stn'p 
secretary 
of agriculture, himself a 


graduate of an agricultural collpRf 
"It would not take long to examine 
the records and foot up the amount 
of money the state has spent on~the 
fair, but the statistician never lived 
who could calculate the enormous re- 
turn on that investment. 
The fair 


would not have lived and prospered 
?o long as it has if it had not been 
rpndering a paramount and indispens- 
able service to the people of 'this 
state. 
I don't believe there is 
a 


farmer worthy the name who would 
subscribe to abolition of the fair, so 
valuable is it to him in his work of 
fending and clothing the world." 


Mr. Shaw's plans do not call for a 


"hurrah" celebnrtion of 
the 
fair's 


coining 
anniversary. 
HP wants to 


celebrate thp occasion by Riving fair 
patrons a superior 
exposition—one 


that will give thpm a better reaUza- 
tion of what the fair stands for and 
what it has done during its 70 years 
to make Ohio a better state in which 
to live, make a living and rear chil- 
dren. 


Mr. Shaw does not beliftve the pres- 


ent state fair equipment is sufficient 
and adequate to the needs of such an 
important and rich state as Ohio. 
That belief is shared by hundreds of 
other men in business and agricul- 
ture. HP wants morn acres of ground, 
more modern buildings and 
many 


other improvements. 
"It will take 


$1,000.000 to give Ohio the kind of a 
Ftate fair plant It should have," Mr. 
Shaw asserts. He has started a cam- 
paign for the improvements.
